WASHINGTON, March 21.—The 
United. States will steer clear of 
any entanglement in the Balkin 
dispute, which has many _ possibi- 
lities of war, it was learned at| 
the state department today. 

This country will also keep 
hands off in the effort which the 
League of Nations is now making 
to compose the difficulties and the | 
pressure which some of the larger | 
Kuropean “nations are exerting, it 
was officially learned. | 

The United States will wield a 
wide influence in one direction, 
however, and wants it generally 
understood throughout Europe. 

“Not One Dollar”. 

“There will not be one dollar 
advanced by this country for war! 
to any nation a party to the dis-! 
pute.” 

This was stated on the highest 
authority. 

Officials believed that 
Britain would adopt the 
policy and that this would make 
the Balkan war, with the possi- 
bility of France and Italy being | 
drawn in as foes, extremely re-| 
mote. 

It was pointed out that none 
of the nations involved has the 
funds to finance a war for any 
length of time and would naturally} 
have to turn to this country a 
to Great Britain. 

A government loan is, of course, 
impossible because of an act of 
congress prohibiting it without 
express authority. Private bank- 
ers may advance money, but must 
consult the state department be- 
fore doing so.
